FORMER BAND DIRECTOR PLEADS GUILTY

Owens receives 10-year sentence for sexual abuse charges 


(Editor’s Note: This story does 
contain explicit language .)Former 
Grant County High School band 
director David Owens will serve 
10 years in prison for sexually 
abusing a former student, under a 
plea agreement. 

For pleading guilty to two 
counts of sexual abuse and one 
count of tampering with a wit¬ 
ness, the agreement recommends 
Owens also pay a $3,000 fine and 


have his teaching certificate 
revoked. 

The agreement also states that 
the 10-year prison sentence will 
run concurrently with 10-year and 
five-year sentences Owens was to 
receive for additional criminal 
counts pending in Kenton and 
Boone counties, respectively. 

A Kenton County grand jury 
indicted Owens on Dec. 5 with 
one charge each of third-degree 


rape, first-degree sexual abuse 
and third-degree sodomy. 

The charges stemmed from an 
alleged inappropriate relationship 
Owens had with a student at 
Beechwood High School. 

Owens’ wife, former Grant 
County Middle School band 
director, JoAnn Owens, was also 
indicted for two counts of tamper¬ 
ing with a witness. 

Under a plea agreement, 


JoAnn Owens will participate in a 
pretrial diversion program for 
three years in lieu of a three-year 
prison sentence. 

Through the program, she is 
unable to teach in any school and 
is prohibited to use alcohol or 
drugs. 

Both Owens and his wife are 
not allowed to have any contact 
with the victims in the cases. 

The investigation into the 


Grant County allegations was ini¬ 
tiated by a post on a social net¬ 
work site by the victim, who is 
now 18. 

Grant County Schools notified 
the Grant County Sheriff’s Office 
Sept. 11, 2013, about an inappro¬ 
priate behavior complaint after 
news of the victim’s complaint 
spread.

Governor spares education 
in proposed budget 


trict the additional funds needed to give teach¬ 
ers and support staff a well-deserved pay raise.” 

Grant County Schools Superintendent Ron 
Livingood said he is pleased that the governor 
has acknowledged the challenges school dis¬ 
tricts have faced the past several years. 

While any increases to the SEEK formula 
are welcome, Livingood said it is hard to know 
at this early date how beneficial the increases 
will actually be in balancing the district’s bud¬ 
get. 

“Some of the increas¬ 
es he proposed came 
pre-earmarked, meaning 
we would have addition¬ 
al revenue, but with a 
predetermined place to 
spend the revenue,” 

Livingood said. “For 
instance, a mandated 
raise for our staff will be 
beneficial in the big pic¬ 
ture because it helps us 
attract and retain quality 
educators - but it is conceivable, depending 
upon the final numbers, that with the hidden 
costs such as increased contributions to retire¬ 
ment that accompany such a raise, the required 
spending may outweigh the proposed increase 
in revenue.” 

Beshear’s proposed education investments 
also include $95.4 million over the biennium 
for textbooks, professional development, school 
safety and Extended School Services.

Education was spared the blade despite 
harsh cuts in many other areas Jan. 21 as Gov. 
Steve Beshear outlined his 2014-2016 budget 
proposal to legislators. 

The most important investments in the gov¬ 
ernor’s proposed budget are in K-12 education. 

The largest item is SEEK, the main funding 
formula for classrooms. From 2000 to 2008, 
SEEK grew an average of 3.4 percent each 
year. But from 2008 to 2014, funding flatlined 
- even as enrollment expanded, costs increased 
and local support in some areas declined. 

Beshear recommends investing $189 million 
over the biennium into SEEK, bringing per 
pupil spending to its highest total ever. That 
allocation will include pay increases for all 
teachers and classified school personnel (2 per¬ 
cent the first year, 1 percent the second year). 

Williamstown Independent Schools 
Superintendent Sally Skinner said she fully 
supports the educational portion of the gover¬ 
nor’s proposed budget. 

“The increases in SEEK directly address our 
school district’s critical needs,” she said. “His 
proposed budget raises the SEEK per pupil 
amount to $3,911 for the 2014 - 2015 school 
year. This is $84 more per pupil than we are 
currently receiving. Staff have not had raises 
from the state level since 2008. What increases 
have been given staff have come from local 
revenues via the manipulation of our calendar. 
The governor’s proposal will provide the dis¬

There are seven candidates look¬ 
ing to replace Darrell Link as Grant 
County judge-executive. 

The Republican candidates are 
Williamstown Independent School 
Board member Pete Whaley, J. 
Christopher Ammerman and Steve 
Wood, who narrowly lost to Link 
four years ago. 

Democratic candidates include 
county magistrate Richard Austin, 
former circuit clerk Shirley Wilson, 
Keith Ellington and Anitra Jump. 

The most crowded race is for 
county clerk as nine candidates vie 
tfor the spot after Leatha Conrad’s 
retirement 

The seven Democrat candidates

Republican side, Missy Preston and 
Elliot “Eli” Anderson will face off in 
the primary. 

The fiscal court will also see a 
shakeup with at least one new mag¬ 
istrate set to be elected with Austin 
filing for judge-executive.

Along the political way, candidates 
may be upset at times with the cover¬ 
age and try to vilify the newspaper and 
its staff members.

and hope that the candidates can also 
do the same. 

The news staff is people doing a 
job the best we can. In collecting in¬ 
formation and presenting stories, the 
first objective is accuracy. 

Some candidates see the facts dif¬ 
ferently, but pleasing the candidates is 
not our aim. Pleasing readers is. 

The News staff plans to review 
candidates’ press releases, keep track 
of promotional messages, sponsor 
fomms and interview candidates. We 
will also be monitoring social media 
to keep track of candidates and their 
stand on issues important to Grant 
County. 

I want the public to understand that 
in this modem era, reporters must uti¬ 
lize all tools available to them to ac¬ 
complish keeping up with candidates. 
Don’t be surprised or alarmed if you 
notice a newspaper reporter is follow¬ 
ing a candidates or campaign on social 
media. 

In the case of Facebook, “like” may 
not mean like. In Twitter, a follower 
could be acting simply as a monitor 
to watch for matters of public interest 
and concern that become postings. 

A new “like” from me or one of our 
reporters on some candidates’ Face- 
book site is the same as spotting their 
brochure or handout on my desk. It 
is research necessaiy to stay on top 
of developments and by no means 
should be considered an endorsement. 

In an effort to make everyone, can¬ 
didates and their supporters, as well as 
the general public aware of how we 
handle elections. Here are some mles 
that apply for the election. 

Fetters of endorsement 


The Grant County News will pub¬ 
lish letters of endorsement. Fetters 
are limited to 200 words or less. The 
News will publish only one letter per 
candidate from one particular person. 
That means if John Q. Public sends 
in four letters to endorse a candidate 
for judge-executive, only one of those 
four letters will be published. 

Endorsements will not be printed 
the week prior to the election. The 
deadline to submit a letter of endorse¬ 
ment is 5 p.m. on May 2. Fetters re¬ 
ceived after that time will not be pub¬ 
lished, no exceptions. 

Fetters of endorsement must fol¬ 
low the same guidelines as other let¬ 
ters to the editor. 

Here’s an important principle to 
remember: The Viewpoint page is 
a place for opinions. But it does not 
drive or influence news coverage. 

As involved voters, it’s important 
that you can digest the information ap¬ 
propriately and discern the difference 
between news, opinion and advertis¬ 
ing. Each can have value but only if 
you can tell them apart. 

Back to those grinning signs, Grant 
County does have rules about political 
signs. 

According to the Grant County 
Zoning Regulations and the zoning 
regulations of each city, temporary po¬ 
litical signs are permitted in all zones 
with the following conditions. 

1. Only one political sign per 
candidate for local, state, or national 
office or any local or state issue is al¬ 
lowed on each lot. 

2. Permission to place the sign 
must be obtained from the property 
owner or occupant. 

3. Political signs are allowed no 
more than 60 days prior to an election 
and not more than 10 days after the 
date of the election. 

4. No political sign can be larger 
than 12 square feet. 

Those zoning ordinances, however, 
don’t include penalties for candidates 
who violate them, but, under Ken¬ 
tucky law, candidates who break the 
ordinance could be fined $10 to $500 
per day.

Pension reform 


After observing Martin Futher 
King, Jr. Day on Monday, the General 
Assembly went back to work. 

Jan. 21 was a significant day as 
Senate President Pro Tern Katie Stine, 
the highest ranking female legislator, 
became the first woman legislator to 
preside over the joint session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly when 
Governor Beshear presented his pro¬ 
posed budget. 

During the address, Governor 
Beshear presented a multi-faceted 
budget proposal of $20.3 billion dol¬ 
lars for the next two fiscal years. The 
plan calls for five percent cuts to most 
state agencies, proposes a gas tax in¬ 
crease, and borrows $1.9 billion in 
new debt. Of course, we all know it 
is easy to propose grand initiatives in 
broad strokes. However, the reality is 
that the economy is stagnant, and we 
will have to make tough choices and 
operate within our means. 

Despite the hazardous weather 
and somewhat dangerous road con¬ 
ditions, the Senate plowed ahead, 
passing bills brought to the floor this 
week. Among the bills passed was 
Senate Bill 27, a measure that moves

all elections of constitutional officers 
to even-numbered years. This bill, 
sponsored by Sen. Chris McDaniel, 
saves local and state governments 
money by combining elections, and 
will help engage more citizens in 
choosing constitutional officers with 
higher voter turnout. These funds 
can be put to better use for education, 
public safety and infrastructure proj¬ 
ects. 

Another cost saving measure, Sen¬ 
ate Bill 4, was successfully passed 
this week as well. This legislation 
provides a onetime election for mem¬ 
bers to base their pensions on their 
legislative work only, rather than on a 
high salaried position such as a judge- 
ship or executive appointment that 


they may pursue in their final years 
of service. 

Senate Bill 3, a measure that 
requires a face-to-face consulta¬ 
tion with a physician or designee 
prior to an abortion procedure, also 
passed. Making sure patients re¬ 
ceive valuable information regarding 
medical procedures ensures they un¬ 
derstand any health risks, and allows 
them an audience for questions and 
answers. SB 3 is sponsored by Sen. 
Sara Beth Gregory.

Will polar vortex 
hurt invasive insects 


or kill pesky ticks?

A few weeks ago on Ira Flatow’s Science 
Friday there was an interview with research 
biologist Rob Venette from the U.S. Forest 
Service in Minnesota that addressed the effect 
temperature has on certain insects. The ability of 
insects to survive winter- when so many of them 
thrive in summer- has always fascinated me. While 
we would most certainly root for the bees and 
butterflies my enthusiasm would wane for fleas and 
ticks. 

Venette and his colleagues are specifically 
researching the emerald ash borer and sub-zero 
temperatures. The emerald ash borer has killed an 
estimated 50 million ash trees in North America and 
has a range as far-reaching as Colorado to the west, 
Georgia to the south, and up the eastern seaboard 
into Quebec and Ontario. It has been detected in 21 
states including Kentucky and Indiana. 

The research indicates that Minnesota’s -24 ° F 
could kill the immature emerald ash borer that 
winters just beneath the tree’s bark by up to 50 
percent. And, -30° F could have a kill success rate 
of 90 percent. This is good news to a state that has 
black ash dominated forests. Further, the amount of 
time that the insect needs to be exposed to these 
killing temperatures is calculated in minutes so it 
doesn’t have to be sustained for days! 

While Kentucky and Indiana are also plagued 
with the emerald ash borer we have not seen actual 
air temperatures that low and the wind chill only 
makes it less bearable for us not the cold-blooded 
insect in hibernation or diapause. The thrifty tick, 
after finding a winter haven underneath some warm 
leaf debris, can slow their 
functions down so a 
minimal amount of energy 
is needed to maintain bodily 
functions during 

hibernation. Venette 
explained that ticks begin to 
freeze at 7 to 14° F, 
depending on the species, 
but they can offset this 
vulnerability by seeking 
refuge under leaf debris that 
can naturally maintain a 
near 28°F. Think about all 
those insects that lurk under 
the wood pile as they seek 
shelter from the vortex! So, 
the “silver-lining” of the 
Polar Vortex, if there is one, is that is may slow the 
progress of the emerald ash borer in the northern 
hinterlands; and it may snagged few ticks in 
Kentuckiana. 

Survival mechanisms 

The good news, according to Venette, is that 
beneficial insects usually fare well in the cold as 
they have other mechanisms to survive. Honey 
bees, for example, will shiver to radiate heat as the 
huddle around their Queen. Apparently a healthy 
colony can warm the hive to 90°F. Amazing. Some 
insects are considered “freeze tolerant” which is 
actualized through a process called diapause. 

Insects that practice diapause completely shut 
down during the winter. Like some spring bulbs, 
they also have to go through a period of dormancy 
triggered by cold temperatures before they can 
actually awaken again once spring arrives. This 
survival mechanism, then, would only work for 
insects that live in certain climates. 

Insects need to find appropriate protection for 
the winter, wherever that may be, but in order to 
survive around here they still need to lower the 
water content of their little insect bodies. Purdue 
entomologist, Tom Turpin explains, “Winterizing 
for an insect is much like the process we go through 
to winterize a car. We add anti-freeze to the car. 
Insects add anti-freeze to themselves. If the liquid 
in the cooling system of a motor is allowed to 
freeze, the expansion during the process will break 
the radiator and hoses. The same is true of the 
liquid in insects. If it is allowed to freeze, the 
crystals that form will destroy the cells and tissues 
of the insect and cause death.” In fact, the compounds 
that make up car antifreeze and insect antifreeze are 
very similar. Automobile anti-freeze has glycol in 
it; insect anti-freeze has glycerol. The compound 
effectively drops the freezing point of the liquid. 
This means that the insects little system is shut 
down for the winter with low moisture content so it 
won’t burst like a frozen pipe. Once an insect has 
converted its liquid to glycerol it can withstand 
temperatures below freezing but severe winters may 
still see a higher insect mortality rate. We shall see.

GRACE NOTES 

Who are the 
‘church people’? 


R ecently, someone passed on a bit of gossip to 
me. 

This person said, according to reliable 
sources, a certain person at a certain local church did 
something that, while doesn’t technically violate the let¬ 
ter of any of the Ten Commandments, is unseemly for, 
as this person put it, “church people.” 

That same week my pastor said someone came to 
him and informed him that a certain person who was 
attending the pastor’s class with the intent of joining the 
church was, indeed, not a very nice person, maybe even 
a despicable one. 

“I don’t want people like that in my church,” the per¬ 
son told the pastor. 

That said, here’s the question: Just who are “church 
people” — who should they be? 

I think there’s a huge misconception about “church 
people,” and it stems from the messages either preached 
from the pulpits or messages endemic to the church cul¬ 
ture itself. 

If you believe that to be a member of a church you 
need to practice a certain moral code, follow a set of 
do’s and don’ts, then you believe that being a Christian 
means being a good person. Your church attendance is 
evidence of your goodness. Really good Christians are 
in church every time the doors are open, as some be¬ 
lieve. 

Some believe that church is a place to learn the mles 
and a sermon is the pastor’s tool to whip the people into 
shape, get them to stop sinning and act “Christianly.” 

In some churches, if you don’t leave a Sunday ser¬ 
vice feeling simultaneously guilty and resolved to do 
better throughout the coming week so you can feel like 
you deserve your spot at the next Sunday’s service, then 
the pastor didn’t do his job. 

In churches where the emphasis is on morality and 
behavior, people don’t feel free to share their personal 
sin struggles with one another or with their pastor. 
Churches like that breed insecure, guilty, judgmental 
people who take notes on others. 


Non-church peo¬ 
ple know this and 
don’t want any part 
of it, and who can 
blame them? Who 
wants to be part of a 
group with standards 
no one can meet and 
maintain, where its 
members constantly 
feel guilty and dis¬ 
couraged? 

But there’s an¬ 
other kind of church, 
a church where not 
very nice, even de¬ 
spicable, people are 
welcome. This is the church that believes being a Chris¬ 
tian and being a member means a person wholeheart¬ 
edly embraces his or her identity as a sinner and who 
knows that his or her standing with God is based solely 
on Christ’s sacrificial atoning death on the Cross. 

The cry of this church is: “Sola fide! Sola Gratia! 
Solo Christo!” and “Sola Deo Gloria!” (Faith alone, 
grace alone, Christ alone and glory to God alone; the 
remaining “sola,” Sola scriptura, is the Word of God 
alone.) 

In churches where the emphasis is on the grace of 
God, people are free to be who they are — sinners in 
process. Church becomes a place of safety and hope, 
where the message from the pulpit is not “Here’s the 
standard, here are the mles — follow them to keep your¬ 
self in God’s grace,” but “Here’s the standard, here are 
the mles — you can’t keep them, but Jesus did and he 
gives you the credit for it. Because of that, rest in that.” 

When that’s the message, an amazing thing hap¬ 
pens. Church people start changing. They’re not afraid 
to bring their sin to church with them because they don’t 
have a “good” reputation to five up to and maintain. 

It’s not that we glory in our sin, but in the God whose 
grace covers it all, past, present and future. 

So, as the people surrounding you in the pews read¬ 
ily admit that they are just as sin-flawed as you, together 
you remind each other that God’s grace will help you 
all get better — and you do get better, because you feel 
safe and secure. 

It’s as we often sing, “For God the just is satisfied, to 
look on him (Jesus) and pardon me.” 

It’s the pardon that compels us toward change and 
not guilt or the threat of punishment. 

Dear friends, church was never intended to be a 
showcase for good people, but a place of refuge for 
those who know they’re not. 

Welcome, sinner — come on in!

WHS falls to Bracken Co., Holmes

While she is never happy with a loss, 
Williamstown Coach Kasey Mason didn’t 
have to look hard to find plenty of positives 
in a pair of Lady Demon defeats this week. 

Falling 61-59 against Bracken County 
and 65-58 against Holmes, Williamstown 
actually played two of its better games of 
the season. Holmes beat the Lady Demons 
by 23 three weeks ago but was only up by 
three with one minute remaining in the re¬ 
match Jan. 27 at Williamstown.

Holmes, one of the 9th Region’s top 
teams with 12 wins, was able to build a 
five point lead on Williamstown in the first 
quarter before stretching the advantage to 
seven midway through the second period. 

But Willi amstown continued to battle 
and cut the deficit to only one late in the 
first half before trailing 37-34 at the inter¬ 
mission.

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Braves miss out on upset with 71 -69 
defeat to district foe Simon Kenton

Any and all conversa¬ 
tions regarding District 32 
boys’ basketball must start 
and finish with the Simon 
Kenton Pioneers. Winners 
of seven district champi¬ 
onships in the eight years 
since they were realigned 
into the 8th Region, the 
Pioneers are once again 
widely considered the fa¬ 
vorites to capture the dis¬ 
trict crown this season. 

But you can’t talk about 
Simon Kenton and the dis¬ 
trict championship with¬ 
out including the Grant 
County Braves in the same 
breath. And that was never 
more evident than it was 
this week when the Braves 
went on the road and came 
within inches of upsetting 
the Pioneers before falling, 
71-69. 

After digging them¬ 
selves into an early hole, 
the Braves battled back 
from a 14-point halftime 
deficit to put themselves 
in position to win. But a 
3-pointer in the final sec¬ 
onds by the Braves was off 
the mark, allowing Simon 
Kenton to escape with the 
win. 

“We started off slow 
and didn’t play as well as 
we could have in the first 
half,” said first-year Grant 
County coach Brandon 
Grammer. “But in the sec¬ 


ond half we cut down on 
our turnovers, played more 
aggressive on defense and 
played the way we should 
have played the entire 
game.” 

Trailing by just three 
midway through the first 
period, Grant County had 
trouble slowing down the 
Pioneers, who ended the 
quarter on a 9-2 run to take 
a 24-14 lead after one pe¬ 
riod of play. 

Simon Kenton stretched 
its lead to as many as 16 
in the second quarter and 
held a 14-point advantage, 
41-27, at the intermission. 

Simon Kenton picked 
up in the third quarter 
where it left off before the 
half, outscoring the Braves 
8-4 in the first two minutes 
of the period to extend its 
lead to 18, the biggest of 
the game. 

But it was all Grant 
County the rest of the pe¬ 
riod as the Braves fought 
back and outscored Simon 
Kenton 17-4 over the final 
six minutes to cut the defi¬ 
cit to just five, 53-48, head¬ 
ing into the final stanza. 

Simon Kenton went 
on a mini run early in the 
fourth quarter and pushed 
its lead back to seven be¬ 
fore Grant County an¬ 
swered with a run of its 
own to take the lead, 57- 
56, on a pair of free throws 
by Cody Kellam near the 
five minute mark. 

Simon Kenton went 


back up by four over the 
next 90 seconds of the 
game before Grant County 
clawed back and took a 
two-point lead, 66-64, its 
biggest of the game, on a 
3-pointer by Jordan Saylor 
near the two minute mark. 

Simon Kenton turned 
it on and outscored the 
Braves 7-0 over the next 
minute to take a 71-66 
lead with just one minute 
to play. But Grant County 
was not going to go away 
with a fight, and cut the 
lead to 71-69 on a 3-point- 
er by Aaron Hicks before 
missing another 3-pointer 
in the closing seconds that 
would have won the game. 

Saylor, who has been 
playing the best ball of 
his career in recent weeks, 
had another stellar perfor¬ 
mance to lead the Braves. 
He scored 22 points to go 
with six rebounds, two 
steals and four blocked 
shots. He also hit a pair of 
3-pointers in the contest. 

Hicks, one of the state’s 
top 3-point shooters, con¬ 
nected on three shots from 
long range in the game 
and had his usual impres¬ 
sive performance with 16 
points, four rebounds and 
two assists. 

Kellam gave the Braves 
three players in double dig¬ 
its with his 11-point, three- 
rebound performance. 

Logan Cummins scored 
eight points for the Braves, 
followed by Austin John¬ 


son with seven points, 
three rebounds and five 
assists. Jordan Rose and 
Seth Adkins added two 
points each to the Braves’ 
total, while Cameron Burk 
rounded out the scoring 
with one point. 

Grant County, which 
had won two of its last 
three coming into the Si¬ 
mon Kenton game, now 
stands at 6-10 overall, a 
won-loss record that does 
not do justice to how well 
the Braves have played 
against an extremely tough 
schedule. 

But the wins and loss¬ 
es do not concern Coach 
Grammer nearly as much 
at this point in the season 
as continued improvement 
does. And he says the im¬ 
provement is evident. 

“Every practice and ev¬ 
ery game we play the guys 
continue to work hard and 
get better,” he said. “The 
guys are starting to figure 
out what it takes to win 
ballgames in the 8th Re¬ 
gion. It’s something that 
we’ve been preaching to 
them all year long and it’s 
finally starting to catch on 
with them.” 

The Braves returned to 
action on Jan. 28 at Beech- 
wood and will be in action 
next on Friday, Jan. 31 at 
Bracken County. Grant 
County’s next home game 
is scheduled for Feb. 3 
when the Boone County 
visits Dry Ridge.

To pay for education increases, Beshear 
recommended $98.6 million in cuts over the 
biennium with many agencies seeing reduc¬ 
tions of 5 percent in the first fiscal year, then a 
straight-lined budget for the second year. Since 
2008, many of those agencies have seen their 
budgets slashed by 41 percent. 

Dealing with funding cuts 

The static or decreased funding over the 
years has added another layer of challenges to 
the education process, said Livingood. 

“We do, however, understand the state of 
the economy, and do not pretend that we 
should be immune to the belt-tightening that 
eveiyone has had to do,” he said. “We have 
been veiy diligent the past several years in cut¬ 
ting costs that have had the least possible direct 
impact for our students.” 

Those steps included withholding raises, 
eliminating some positions while reducing 
hours worked in others and adopting a Bring 
Your Own Device policy. 

“Unfortunately, even with these efforts we 
have had to dip into our reserve funds, which, 
while we are still slightly above the state- 
required minimum contingency rate, would at 
this point meet one payroll,” Livingood said. 

Skinner said the Williamstown Board of 
Education began making cuts years ago in 
preparation for difficult financial times. 

“That being said there are only so many 
things a district can do to reduce costs and/or 
generate revenue,” she said. “This monetary 
increase in SEEK, as well as, these essential 
programs comes at a time when we are figura¬ 
tively hanging on by a thread in order to main¬ 
tain the state mandated 2-percent contingency 
funds required by statute.”

Within 24 hours, Owens 
resigned, in lieu of termina¬ 
tion, and a full report was filed 
by the school with the sheriff’s 
office, the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s Office and the 
Educational Professional 
Standards Board. 

Before the end of the school 
day on Sept. 12, Owens was 
interviewed and later arrested. 

Owens admitted to Det. 
Frank Merritt of the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office to 
having an inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship in 2011 with a former 
student at GCHS when the girl 
was 16 years old. 

Owens subjected the stu¬ 
dent to inappropriate sexual 
contact on three separate inci¬ 
dents — two at Grant County 
High School and one in Boone 
County. 

Owens said the relationship 
ended with the student when 
his wife found out about it in 
May 2011. 

Dave Owens told a detec¬ 
tive. “JoAnn proceeded to text 
(the student) calling her a bitch 
and whore.” 

JoAnn set up a meeting 
with her husband and the stu¬ 
dent at Grant County Middle 
School to make sure the stu¬ 
dent did not tell anyone, 
according to court documents. 

“Mr. Owens admitted that 


both he and JoAnn asked (the 
student) not to say anything,” 
according to court documents. 
“Mr. Owens said (the student) 
was not threatened or prom¬ 
ised anything. Mr. Owens said 
the purpose of the meeting 
was to ask (the student) not to 
say anything due to the horri¬ 
ble repercussions to his wife, 
his children and he also want¬ 
ed to apologize to (the student) 
and his wife and that it was his 
fault.” 

JoAnn Owens also admit¬ 
ted to the detective that she 
asked the student not to say 
anything because it would ruin 
her family and her and her 
husband would lose their jobs. 

In the fall of 2011, Grant 
County Deputy Sheriff Lee 
Jacobs received an anony¬ 
mous call from a female stat¬ 
ing that Owens was having sex 
with one of his students at 
Grant County High School. 

Jacobs interviewed Owens, 
who denied the allegation. 

Shortly thereafter, JoAnn 
Owens, during a band perfor¬ 
mance, approached the student 
her husband had a relationship 
with and called her names, and 
said “You better not be that

caller who reported my hus¬ 
band,” according to court doc¬ 
uments. 

The student told the detec¬ 
tive that, as a student, she was 
afraid to tell her parents, 
school authorities or law 
enforcement about the crimi¬ 
nal activity involving her and 
Owens and his wife. 

Owens, who had been 
director of the GCHS 
Marching Band since 2009, 
was band director at 
Beechwood High School in Ft. 
Mitchell prior to coming to 
GCHS. 

During the Grant County 
investigation against Owens, a 
family member of a second 
alleged victim called the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office to 
report a former Beechwood 
student also had a sexual rela¬ 
tionship with Owens. 

The second victim, who is 
now 23 and lives out of the 
state, was then interviewed by 
police and disclosed that in 
2004 when she was a 14-year- 
old freshman at Beechwood, 
the victim had a four-year sex¬ 
ual relationship with Owens. 

JoAnn Owens became 
aware of the inappropriate 


relationship in the fall of 2004, 
according to court documents. 

In response to an e-mail the 
student sent her husband, 
JoAnn Owens replied, “There 
is a thing called ‘the law.’ It 
says that students may not 
have conversation, e-mails, 
letters or relationships outside 
the classroom. I wanted to let 
you know that no matter what 
you are going through, you 
probably should not have con¬ 
versations with Mr. Owens, 
like you have been having. It 
isn’t healthy for you and it 
puts him at risk.” 

JoAnn Owens sent another 
lengthy e-mail from her Grant 
County Schools e-mail 
account to the Beechwood stu¬ 
dent in 2010. 

“I relive that day I found 
out, over and over each day in 
my mind... feeling every 
emotion I felt,” the e-mail 
states. “True agony is the way 
to describe it. I kept telling 
myself, literally, ‘I’m living 
someone’s else’s nightmare’... 
repeating it over and over... 
‘This isn’t happening to me.’” 

Owens is set to be sen¬ 
tenced March 5.
